Long E.\aniiiiatioii of United States Ad- 
miral Is Finished. 

Washington, Oct. :MI. — ^Tlie long ordeal 
to wbieli .Viliniral ouliley lias been sub- 
jected since Monday iiuirniiig enileu llus 
afternoon when his cross-exaniiiiatlon 
was concluded and he was allowed to 
leave the witness stand. When the 
judge advocate linisbed the cross-ex- 
aniinatioii sliortly after o o'chxd;. the 
court ]iropoiinded to the Admiral ;!-! 
questions prepared b.v the ineiiibers of 
the court. These ipiestions touched 
many points of the cauipaigii of the Hy- 
ing siiuadnui, but mainly centred about 
the <lilliculties encountered in coaling 
and transfer and tho retrograde move- 
ment. Not one of tlieiii related to the 
battle of {Santiago.

One of the most interesting features 
of the day was the develoiiinent of the 
fact that the re]iort of the battle writ- 
ten by -Vdniiral Sehley, .Inly (1, ISilS, was 
not the original report. The (Ui'.'inal re- 
jiort never has been l iihlished and in 
iiccordaiiee uitli a pri'vious dei-ision llie 
court to.l.iy dccliueil to allow it to l'o 
into tlie i-c,'.,;d.

FOX HUNTING 

IN ENGLAND 



A Glance at It In, the , Beginning 
of the twentieth 
Century.

Is the popularity of fox hunting iii- 
creasiii'.: in I'hitrbind'.' Ves! most dis- 
tinctly, yes! l.s the tone of fox hunting 
impioviiig'.' i'.iiiiihaticall.v, no! rt'iie 
number of packs in the British Isles is 
greater than ever. The lielils are larger 
fashions of costmues and correct "teiuic'' 
iire more ri.i;oroiisly observed, and the 
turnout is liclter, perhaps, all round, 
with regarti to both horses and liouuds. 
I'lifortunately, the api>areiit progress in 
llie poimlar aspect of this noble sport 
to a great degree heralds its decline and 
fall. Its poiHilaritiy increases the f^ize 
of the lields. timl a bloated lield general- 
ly means poverty ol' sport; fur, even 
putting aside the farming interest, the 
scent is not iiiiprovi d by a whole army 
iif thrnsiing tollowias; iieilher is your 
private pleasiue enhanced by the faei 
that unh.ss yon are lucl<y in your place, 
you stand a good ehaiu'e of being ridden 
over, or your lc;;s being broken against 
a gate-i'osi. are these immense 

lields made up of the riglit sort— the 
true sportsmair.' 1 fear not by a long 
way. So many hunt nowadays because 
to hunt ill a good county Is the thing 
to do. Therefore the bust counties suf- 
fer the most in this respect. The rail- 
ways also have much to answer for 
with their cheap iiud convenient aiTunge- 
tnents anil service. Imagine the feelingti 
of the struggling farmer "when he see.i 
his wheat being ridden over and his 
fences destroyed by a crowd of three to 
fni"- hundred nieii and women, the ma- 
jii;ity "!' whom li,:i'dly ever spend a pen- 
nv in the coiiutv. who br\- their horses 
f:om l.'Oidon il,-,,lers. ami their 
from a London corn chandler. 'I'l 
i.sli farmer can stand a lot, but w 
blame him if he ,i:ruiiililes iind 
cumsttinces like llicse.

Dur- 
ing the winter they conduce to the jovial- 
ity of meets and breakfasts, and in the 
summer they try conclusions with the 
(lismountcd |nienibers a'i cricket and 
other sports. I am convinced that fox 
hunting has nothing to fear from tlu' , 
farmer. It has many more deadly foes \ 
than he.

Uiek Itoake 
who was for fourteen years huntsman to 
tlu? Pytchley and for twenty years to the 
South Iterk.s, tiiau .wllolll no .better

tells me that at, no time has the breeding 
of the foxhound been so satisfactory as 
at present, espcciiill.v in siieJi kennels as 
the Duke of Itullnnd's, the Helvoir, the 
Grafton, and Lord Midillctim's. For 
several yearts past there has 'been a dis- 
tinct failing olT in the number of ]iups 
bred in some of the less famous hunts 
esiiecially in the southern counties, 
whicii have had to deiieiid chietly on 
drafts from the larger keniuds in the 
midland and northern coiuilies. Now 
tills if^ a iiity. for a great deal of the in- 
terest in hounds is lost when not bred 
by the hiintsimiii at iiis own kennels. 
Tills falliii;.' ofl' in luiiiie bvee.liiig may he 
accounted for by various i-easons, cliielly 
no dimbt, hocaiiso the masters of today 
have not the time or inclination to per- 
sonally siipervi.se their kennels as in less 
occupied days. Hence everything is h'ft 
to the kennel huntsman, M'ho may be a 
good man in his way, but who probably 
has the usual hatred of his class for 
sanitation— hence the amount of disttase 
so rampant in many of the sinalier ken- 
nels. And, secondly, because of the dilli- 
cultv in getting good walks— if you can 
get them at all— for the pups. The mod- 
ern pupi>y walker does not take the care 
and iiiteri'st in his charge which is es- 
sential to evolve !i really good lioniid.

tha,t the honnds are not allowed into the 
coverts until they have been well shut.

house was because of the personal popU' 
larity of some five candidates. 'I'liu pro- 
vince, wliich was at tliat time repre- 
sented by a majority of iOonservativo 
members In the House of Commons, tiut- 
ly declined to carry federal lines into 
provincial affairs. Wo ihelieve that such 
a fate iwill attend ihe actioa ot any party 
inovemeut in this province inant;urated 
'by a convention. Hence we regard tho 
passage of resolutions on such a suli- 
ject as an exceedingly pretitless kind 
of polities. 

Let it be sui)posed that a British Co- 
Inniiiia premier should sunnnon to his 
cabinet uoiio but 1-iberal.s, and should 
)ie able to secure tho co-operation of 
the present federal ministry in a policy 
of provincial development. This would 
i;ive a basis t'(ir tlii> iiitroiluctiou of 
Iiartv lines, one. nii;;lit snpp'ise. But 
would it'.' Wo think the answer is that 
this would .diipend wholto' tUlon tlio 
piilicy which the government would sub- 
mit to the peivple. We vcatin-e to say 
that if tills policy was one that leally 
meant provincial advancement, the ^real 
majority of the people would not ;:ive a 
moment's thought to the completion ol' 
tlie cabinet fnini a feilcral point of 
view. The I'orniatinn of a purely Lib- 
eral caliii:.'! wilhiiui a slronjr policy 
would brin.:,' about a jiarty-liin! division, 
and .so wnnlil the I'oruialion of a purely 
Ciinservalivi' cabinet under tlio same 
Conditions, Imt in view of the fact 
that no pri^mier would venture to ap|icai 
to llie constituencies without a detincvl 
policy .>!' sonic kind, llu- (lucsliou wlictli- 
er lie anil his colleagues were Conser- 
vatives or Liberals would necessurdy 
occuiiy a subordiunto phier. Whether 
wo shall or shall luit havo federal lines 
in tlio local arena depends, therefore, to 
a very great extent upon the premier in 
olBce at tho time of an election, and this 
lieing tlio case, it seems to be a waste 
of energy to call conventions to pa.ss 
resolutions on the subject. It is said ou 
apparently good authority that this was 
sutistantially tho view expressed by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier when he was recently 
in tho city.

If things 
are half as bad as they are niiorted to 
the Colonist, and the evidence in tlie 
Oill case indicates that they an> even 
worse, thore aro several pliicos in that 
vicinity whicsli are tho scene of the gross- 
ost. violations of every law, human and 
divine. Pulilic opin'oii dcmanls that

the Dominion goverimient that 
thorough report ui>on the coast and in- 
land lisheries of British Cohimbia would 
ibe very timely and valuable. lu a geu- 
er.il iway over}' one knows that wo havo 
great abundance of excellent food fishes 
in tho Tacific Northwest, but thore is s 
lack of detinite and spocilic informal ion 
on the subject. A fe'ood deal has been 
printed from time to timo, ofllcially and 
inheewise, but what is known has not 
been collated into convenient form for 
gcncr.il distribution. It any one calls 
iipou the Colonist, for e.vamplo, for iu- 
foruiation as to ipulp-making in Canada, 
wo can refer him to the Department of 
tlu> Interior, iwhich has issued a very e.\- 
o'llent pamphlet on tho subject, but if 
we are asked wheru a compact, yet coni- 
prelieusive, treatise on tho fisheries of 
the Paeilie coast of Canada can bo 
obtaineil, we are unaOilc to reply e.xcepl 
to say that there is notliinj: of tiie kind. 
Yet tho value of these lisheries and tho 
important part they are certain to play 
in tho growing commerce of the Pacitie 
cannot very readily be overstated. We 
hope that the acting iMinister will take 
this matter up for very great good would 
l,c likely to result from it. There are 
very many ppojile in tiic worlil whoso 
nuiiids naturally turn to lisheries as an 
investment or a means of livelihood, and 
it is ihci-cnire just as (lesirabli" that in- 
formation should be compiled .for their 
use as for the use of miners, liiniber- 
nicii, ipiil|)-niakers or farmers. What 
we liavi^ in mind is not .sin»ply some- 
tliiiiL,' dealing in gener.'il terms with the 
lisheries, bnt a descrilitiou which will 
ileal with localities, the nicthods of lish- 
iiig and preserving fish, the existing and 
lirospective markets. It is ntft such a 
treatise as a clerk could get up at his 
desk at Ottawa, but one that would give 
Ihe result o" observations mi i|lu! Hpot. 
Our lisheries aro certain to be a very 
great industry. They will lead lu time 
lo tlie settlement on our coa.sts of thou- 
sands of men, who will lie part farmers 
and part lislicnneii. They will create 
licr(.> a distinct class of sea-faring' men 
who will find omployuient in the Tast 
ommereo lo bo built np belnvceU America 
.■md Ihe Orient. They will furnish a very 
piolilablo indiislry, giving employ nicut 
to a great many people. In vimv of this 
our reipiest above made for coiisidera- 
tiioi al the hands of tlie 1 )i';):ni niciit will 
mil lie i-onsiilereil uiireasoiialile.

ITe 
told them to stop, but they continued, 
and he said he would v.Tiiig their necks 
if they did not stop. He then walked 
aloni; the eik'i' of the wood, anil Sli'vens 

went into the w 1 about lid feet from 

him. He h.ad walked ;iO or -10 yards 
iwlieu ii shot w.-is ilired, and he was hit. 
He shouteil. ".Stevens, you're going to 
get it now!" He felt certain that 
■Stevi-iis tireil the shot. It hit him iu the 
side of t!ie head. He had been under 
medical trc.-itnienl in the hospital for 
the wouml. Ii was not more than hah' 
a minute from the lime In- threatened 
to "wrini,' theii- necks" till the shot was 
tin-d. The two raiuilics — Ilasiuifratz 
and Stevens — were ac(|iiaintaiices, die 
was the sole support of his family. j

Ueiiiains of Dutch Harry, .Missing for 
Fifteen Years, Found Near IIus- 
lani Creek. 

Last Monday, nays the Ladysmith 
Leader, while a gang at work on clear- 
ing for the short lino from Exteusiou to 
tiadysmith were shifting some logs near 
Uaslain creek they came across the 
charred hones of a human skeleton, and 
lying beside them a rusty rilic, the 
stock of which had been burned off. The 
gang had piled up a big fire almost on 
top of the remains, and so had nearly 
destroyed all trace of the wanderer who 
never liiiished Ilis jouriU''y. Provincial 
Constable E. Ilodg.son was at once noti 
lied and the remnins wiire liandeil ovei 
to him. On intiuiry it was learned that 
in all probability tliey'are all that is left 
of the once well-known hunter, trapper 
nnd prospector, Dutili Marry, who, 15 
years ago, traveled regularly all over 
the monntaius around lOxteusion and 
hunted in the forests about Haslam 
creek and Ladysmith, or Oyster Har- 
bor, as it was tlieii called. 

Those who are nciiuainted with the 
facts of the case have little doubt that 
the bones ami ville ar^' those of the olil 
pathfinder. Harry was n strange sort 
of man, very taciturn ami reserved.' He 
was iu the habit of making his cam]) 
down near Haslam creek, i_-oini.' off on 
expeditions throu^ch the woods nnd 
mountains at intervals. He' was i\ suc- 
ci>sstul hunter and had a good deal of 
luck lis a jirosiiector. 

The last that was seen nf him was on 
the morning when he left his house nt 
Haslam crook to go over to (McKay's 
lake, accompanied onl.y by his dog. a 
ferocious animal, his constant companion. 
Harry had not heen gone more than a 
couple of days when the dog returned 
to camp, .\lthough this was consider- 
ed at the time somcTvliat strange, no 
linrticular iiotico was taken of tli" fact 
unlil Harry failed to show up, ami thi n 
iiKluiries l)egan to he made. In spite o' 
all efforts his remains wore never found 
and his disnpncarance was a mystery.

On the table was 
a iSlO bill, n silver watcli 'and a will, in 
wliiidi Stephens betiueatlied everylhiug 
to his motlier. 'J'liere were no letters 
addresseil to anyone or any stateineiit ns 
to his intentions. He had coiii|)laiiu'd of 
being ill when he arrived from AlhernI 
and a lot of medicine nnd patent medi- 
cine adverti-soments -woro found in liis 
valise, 80 he was probably a siek man. 
In the valise was a revolver cartridge, 
but no revolver, so it Is possible that he 
used a revolver to end his life. 

Stephens has worked In the mines near 
Xelson and 'Kosslnnd vO£. 'well as at Al- 
berni. and as axe man on surveys for 
Mr. Ilalph of this city, among bis papers 
being a recommendation from the lat- 
ter gentleman. Ho was about "JO year.s 
of age. wrote 'a good '^land and was ap- 
parently ■^vell educated. 

Constable .McDonald was detailed on 
the case yesterday and sjjent the aftor- 
iinou trying to find some trace ot him 
without success.
